be loaded easily and w ith o ut w aste of tim e.

British attitude toward women in 
politics which appeals to m v own 
very practical sense of reality and 
my passion for eq uality under law 
and custom. When a woman enters 
politics in England she becomes 
a politician and forfeits, in the 
field of political activity th a t spe­ 
cial consideration which ordinar­ 
ily is shown to women Unlike us, 
the British, from the day s when 
the 
suffragettes 
were 
chaining 
themselves 
to 
the 
iron 
fences 
around the House of Commons and 
hunger-striking for the right to 
vote and hold office, faced the 
fact that women and men, on the 
average, are about eq ual in hon­ 
esty , fairness and sincerity and 
that their political activity would 
not result in any measurable puri­ 
fication of public life. This cer­ 
tainly has been our own ex peri­ 
ence for, although we have had 
several 
women 
governors, 
one 
woman cabinet officer, a number 
of women members of both houses 
of congress and countless female 
bureaucrats, 
a n v 
improvement 
which the most sensitive observer 
could discern, has been purely in­ 
cidental and evolutionary , if not 
imaginary . One state had a gov­ 
ernor elected in the place of her 
husband, who had been seriously 
discredited, whose administration 
was just about as mad as lus had 
been.

In the current house of repre­ 
se ntatives we have a chairman of 
the committee on labor, Mrs. Mary 
Norton of Jersey City , a true and

Frances Perkins, as secretary of 
labor, has been, in a few kind 
words, a pathetic and bewildered
